After  a  survey  of  existing  spots  in  town  the  committee  thought 
the  most  likely  spot  was  the  Public  Service  land  between  Main  street 
and  the  dyke,  consisting  of  six  acres  more  or  less. 

This  land  may  be  obtained  on  a  long  term  lease,  by  being  exempt 
from  taxes  to  Public  Service  and  upon  the  following  stipulations: 

1.  The  dyke  side  of  field  must  be  fenced. 

2.  The  two  lots  located  on  Main  street  not  to  be  included. 

3.  That  the  Public  Service  cannot  be  held  liable  for  flood  dam- 
age from  any  cause. 

The  committee  estimates  to  construct  a  ball  park  on  this  loca-  , 
tion  abiding  by  Public  Service  stipulations   would  be  approximately 
$5,000.00. 

The  committee  feels  that  if  the  town  plans  any  future  expansion 
of  its  recreational  program  this  area  would  be  an  ideal  location.

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Report  of  Recreation  Commission 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gorham : 

The  Gorham  Recreation  Commission  with  Edward  Penney  serving 
as  Chairman  met  early  in  April  of  1952,  and  it  was  decided  to  discon- 
tinue the  girl's  morning  program  due  to  lack  of  regular  attendance, 
but  to  add  a  swimming  program  for  three  afternoons  a  week  at  Moose 
Brook  Park  for  both  boys  and  girls  thereby  taking  advantage  of  the 
recreation  facilities  already  established  by  the  State  Recreation  Dept. 
This  proved  to  be  most  popular  as  was  the  boys'  program.  These  were 
under  the  direction  of  George  Reid  and  Pamela  Percival. 

On  the  Gorham  Common,  the  Toddlers  group  which  were  so 
successful  the  year  before  were  under  the  supervision  of  Carolyn  Mills, 
Carole  Daniels  and  Paula  Pietsch,  with  Marion  Knightly  and  Joyce 
Tucker  serving  as  substitutes;  and  at  Cascade  Barbara  Blake  and 
Patricia  LaCombe  served  as  supervisors. 

Playground  equipment  was  permanently  installed  at  the  Cascade 
Flats  Field,  which  was  so  kindly  leased  to  the  Town  by  the  Brown 
Company. 

During  the  year  bills  totalling  $1,620.43  were  approved  by  the 
commission  and  turned  over  to  the  Selectmen  for  payment.  A  detailed 
statement  of  our  expenditures  follows:

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gorham: 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  of  the  Gorham  Information  Bureau 
for  the  summer  months  of  1952.  The  booth  opened  on  Sunday,  June 
29th  at  8  A.  M.  and  was  closed  on  Saturday,  September  6th  at  9  P.  M. 
As  in  years  past  it  was  open  seven  days  a  week  during  this  time  to 
patronize  all  tourists  requesting  information  regarding  the  Town  of 
Gorham  as  well  as  points  of  interest  throughout  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire. 

During  the  1952  season  there  were  6,586  requests  recorded,  and  this 
number  represented  a  total  of  18,945  people,  as  compared  with  6,448 
requests  and  18,320  people  during  the  summer  months  of  1951.  A  de- 
tailed account  of  the  different  states  and  provinces  is  as  follows:
